Knesset set for battle over 
Bader-Ofer vote amendment

A marathon Knesset session is 
expected tonight as the smaller 
factions make a last ditch stand 
against the controversial Bader- 
Qfer amendment. They plan to 
filibuster against the legislation 
which wore to their disadvantage 
y apportioning surplus votes in 
favour of the large parties in 


national Knesset elections. 


The amendment is sponsored by 
the Labour-Mapam Alignment and 
the Gahal opposition, which appar- 
ently plan to steamrolier it through. 

The House sits at three p.m. for a 
motion of no-confidence in the Gov- 
ernment, tabled by Shmuel Tamir 
(Free Centre), on grounds that the 
small factions’ pleas to postpone the 
Bader-Ofer amendment till after 
Passover have been turned down. 


Mr, Tamir said last night that if 
the amendment were indeed post- 
poned he would at once withdraw his 
no-confidence motion. 

The nine small factions most af-

TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party 
lcaderahip has rejected suggestions 
for a party debate on Defence Min-

Labsur Party sources said last 
night that informal approaches had 
bean made to Party Secretary- 
Gencral Aharon Yadlin to put the 
land-purchase issue on the agenda 


of cne of the main party policy- 
making forums. Mr, Yadlin had re- 
jcetcd the requests with a reply 
similar to Mr. Baram's, they said. 

Foreign Minister Abba Eban said 
yesterday that he did not envisage 
the Government allowing Jews to 
buy land throughout the Adminis- 
tered Areas, as Mr. Dayan had ad- 
vocated. Speaking to newsmen in 
Jerusalem, Mr. Eban sald that It: 
must be the Government — and not 
individual citizens — which decides 
where and when Israelis might buy 
land across the Green Line. He 
believed this was the ccnsensus in 
the Cabinet. 

Mr, Eban said that indiscriminate 
land purchases by citizens could 
draw the Government into political 
and even military responsibilities, 
which it did not necessarily want. 

The Lands Authority, responding 
to reports that it had made large- 
scale purchases of lands in the areas, 
said yesterday that only a few 
thousand dunam had been bought.

This 
potential surplus, would reduce 
aliya and stunt national growth, he 
said. 

Mr. Peled said that this could be 
avoided if employers and investors 
were granted State incentives to 
employ college graduates; if the 
country were transformed into a 
centre for highly sophisticated 
sctence-based industries; if special 
medical and convalescent services 
were set up for overseas patients; 
and if an entire range of job- 
creating schemes were launched. 

The Minister said that it became 
evident last year that immigration 
from Western Europe, North Amer- 
ica, and most of South America, 
was undergoing a serious Crisis. 
Traditional sources of aliya in Asia 
and Africa were also drying up to 
some degree. Meanwhile, immigra- 
tion from Russia was steadily in- 
creasing, he said. 

Of the more than 200,000 Jews 
who have come to Israel since the 
Stx Day War, some 175,000 had 
remained in Israel, the Minister said.

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LEADERS HELD FOR SUBVERSION 
Morocco bans leftist 


opposition party 


RABAT (Reuter). — The Moroccan 
government yesterday outlawed the 
country’s main leftist opposition 
party and sald many of itz leaders 
had been arrested for organizing a 
tajor subversive movement against 
King Hassan 1. 

A government communique signed 
by Premier Ahmed Osman sald the 
subversive movement tried to launch 
guerrilla operations in the Middle 
Atlas mountains last month, planted 
numerous bomha in several cities on 
the same night, and was responsible 
for a series of political assassina- 
Hons this year. 

It said the party, Union Nationale 
des Forces Populaires (UNFP), was 
suspended from yesterday, 

Founded in 1959, the Socialist 
UNFP was led by Abderrahim Bou- 
abid. a former Vice-Premier, who 
is 5111 at herty. Several of his 
associntes have been arrested and 
will be brought to trial, the com- 
munique said. 

It Msted among the movement's 
activities the planting of powerful 
bombs under the U.S. consul-gen- 
eral’s car in Casablanca, at Amer- 
tean cultural centres in Rabat and 
Casablanca, and at the main theatre 
In Rabat. None of them exploded 
because of faults jn their manufac- 
ture, it added. 


Other bombs exploded in Oujda 


and Nador, northeast Morocco, 
where they damaged public build- 
ings but caused no casualties. 

The communique said the move- 
ment tried to launch guerrilla ope- 
rations last July in three areas — 
Khenifra and Sefrou in central Mo- 
rocco and Ain Sefra near Oujda ‘no 
northeast Morocco. 

Last month, a remote post of the 
auxillary forces wag attacked at 
Moulay Bouazza in the Khenifra 
area and an armed band clashed 
with security forces at Goulmima in 
sent Morocco near the Algerian bor-

The communique said the political 
assassinations included two people 
shot dead in the Marrakesh area, 
another in Sala near Rabat, and 
three policemen attacked in Oujda, 
one of whom was killed. 

It listed large quantities of wea- 
pons, including pistols, rifles with 
telescopic sights, and sub-machine- 
guns, explosives and ammunition, 
selzed by the authorities in various 
parts of the country. 


Among those arrested it named 
several lawyers and other intellec- 
tuals who are allegedly UNFP mill- 
tants. 

Hassan ΠῚ was the target of two 
assassination attempts within the 
last two years. In July, 1971, dissi- 
dent army officers attacked the 
King’s birthday party at his country 
palace, On August 16, 1972, alr 
force jets imtercepted the royal 
Boeing with King Hassan aboard, 
but failed to shoot it down.

Heinemann asks release of Nazi 


who ordered 335 Italians killed

ROME. — West German President 
Gustav Heinemann was in Rome 
on March 24, the 28th anniversary 
of the “Fosse Adreatine in which 
occupylng Nazi forces and Fascia 
collaborators murdered 385 Italians. 
The killing. was a reprisal for a re- 


“sistance attack in which 32 German 


soldiers died. President Heinemann 
laid wreaths on the graves at the 
Adreatine catacombs and at the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 


The Italian news media gave good 
play to these events but almost 
glossed over the President’s personal 
and private request to the Italian 
Government — reported by the 
Milanese weekly “Tl Tempo” — that 
the commander who ordered the 
infamous murders, SS Col. Herbert 
Kappler, be released. 


The colonel decided that the re- 
taliation for the death of the 32 
German soldiers wouki be the death 
of 10 Italians for every German, 
plus 15 extra thrown in for good 
measure. He was also responsible 
for tortures inflicted on prisoners 
at the SS _ headquarters behind 
Piazza Navona. 


Kappler is presently “imprisoned” 
in a private apartment in the pic- 
turesque port of Gaeta, where he 
enjoys a magnificent view and 
several rooms with all the comforts 
of home. He spends his days read- 
ing and writing memoirs when he 
is not receiving guests. 


He is visited by his German wife, 
who “fell in love” with him by 
correspondence. According to her, 


he has long explated his past. They 
were married last year, and at that 
time circles who support Kappler 


intimated that “connections high 
up” were wor) on his release. 
Kappler’s lawyers and friends 


have tried a number of times to 
free the man they describe as 
sufferlig from “political perse- 
cution.” Up to now they have met 
sharp fealstance from all sections 
of the Italian political spectrum 
{except for the extreme right wing) 
and from the Association of the 
Familes of the Fosse Adreatine 
Martyrs. But this is the first time 
his case has been taken up by the 
highest representative of the West 
German government.

Cohen and his team.
